F ifty had started in the hunt, ex­ 
plaining they feared for their safe­ 
ty as long as Brightm an was a fugi­ 
tive. 
It w’as the first time in Southeast­ 
ern Missouri history that Negroes 
had joined in such a search. 
The posse cornered Brightm an by 
trailing a Negro who was taking 
him a pail of water. This Negro, 
Mac King, was arrested for aiding 
the fugitive.

the plantation, Brightm an managed 
to slip through and escape, leaving 
his shirt, shoes, hat and vest be­ 
hind him. 
Brightm an killed his wife, Eliza­ 
beth, Sunday and fired two shots 
at Deputy Sheriff Delm ar Cape, who 
had been summoned by her brother. 
Cape returned three shots as the 
Negro fled into high weeds lining
